TliL 
could be done in thirty days, if the 
members would quit calling cadi 
other "liars and scoundrels" and gel 
down to work.

Information has just been received 
of the ship Hauler, lost in the Pacific 
ocean January J, near Cjaol Island, 
of the Marshall group. When the 
vessel went among the breakers, the 
natives came oil' in boats and took 
, the Captain and crew ashore, 1"> miles 
from the point of the wreck. There 
are 50 inhabitants on the island, gov- 
erned by a king. The natives are 
very kind, and did everything for 
the comfort of the crew. Some of 
them can speak English, learned 
from traders. The island is 230 
miles from the nearest mainland, 
The nearest laud is the Phillipine Is- 
lands. 

The fourth day after their arrival 
Capt Morrison sent the second officer 
and four seamen in a boat to see if 
they could obtain assistance by run- 
ning across a ship or steamer. The 
boat was sighted by the British bark 
CatltalihO and taken to Sagon, where 
the news was i in mediately tele- 
graphed. 

The crew consisted of 27 men. 
They will be rescned as toon as a 
sliipcan be sent for them.

(our second) oporlunity to see that 
beautiful and progressive little city. 
The splendid blocks of buildings 
that have risen up, as if by magic, 
from the ashes of its disastrous tires, 
suggest an involuntary doubt whotli- 
er tires are not sometimes blessings in 
disguise, for certainly grander im- 
provements have not baill made any- 
where, in so brief a space of time, 
than have been made in Hopkins- 
ville where I he (lames played such 
havoc a year or two ago. And even 
the sites of buildings more recently 
destroyed, will soon bo occupied by 
nobler structures than those that 
were destroyed. On walking up the 
street towards the depot, we were 
more forcibly struck with the beau- 
ty of the sito of I he late South Ken- 
tucky College, than we were before 
the building was destroyed. Ii is on 
a grand eminence overlooking the 
whole city, and the entire country 
for miles and miles around on every 
side. We were gratified to learn 
that the College will soon be rebuilt) 
and will he ready for the Fall term 
Such a site is worthy of a maguifl 
cent building. 

Meeting Mr. Day— a son-ill-law. of 
Henderson, duly decorated with fra 
grant hyacinths— ho introduced us 
to Mr. Hundley, the stage manager of 
the Opera House, anil that gentleman 
Very courteously showed us through 
the building.

There are four dials 
which have a diameter of 5 feet and 
the hands are •»'. feet in length. The 
old court-house bell is used and is 
placi d just outside of the cupola. SO 
as to sound well. A new bell will be 

purchased sometime in the near fut- 
ure of larger size. The Striking of 
the clock can be heard four miles 

distant. Tin- clock was purchased 
from the Both Thomas Clock Co., id' 
Beth town, Conn., through Mr. John 
C. Latham, of New York City, and 
w as orecrod and put in running order 
by Mr. .1. M. Bradley, of Bolhtown. 
It keeps perfect lime, and runs eight 
davs. 

The new court-house, which the 
clock adorns., will be ready for occu- 
pancy by tin- 'J-J.l of this mouth. The 
old courUhouie w as orcotcd at a coat 
of 118,000, and the contract to re- 
model was for $lo,0)<), making the 
prosout structure cost about 188,000, 
and for the amount expended il Is 
far prettier and more eouveuioully 
arranged than many houses of a sln.- 
Ilar kind, in place- of many times Iho 

slza of Cadlx. it lias a mansard 
roof which il trimmed with an iron 
railing thai adds much to the ap- 
pearance of the blltldlllg. The lower 

il • U taken up by well arranged 

loom, for county officers. The coun- 
ty and circuit dorks' offices are each 
supplied with lire-proof vaults, and 
are located on opposite sides of the 
main hall. The court room is on the 
second Hoot- aud is 10J x 0.1 feel.

'I he turning point in his case w ill be 
reached to-morrow and his physi- 
cian thinks he will pull through all 
right. His wife lias been his only at- 
tendant until Sunday when a nurse 
was secured. 

On last Saturday John Rawlins, a 
nephew of Luther Rawltus, whose 
wife died w ith the di-casc some days 
ago, broke out and now lias a well 
doroloped case of varioloid, lioth of 
the eases are under the charge of Dr. 
\V. II. Marshall, of Pembroke, who 
has been appointed to treat all cases 
in the infected locality. Mrs. Car- 
ver. Mis. Borgeaut and Mr. Ruwlir.s 
are the only persons exposed w ho 
have not passed over the time in 
which the disease may be taken. 
Neither of Ihe present cases are ex- 
ploded to result fatally, and if the 
present weather continues, there is 
not much danger of any further 
spread of the disea-e.

The Rev. Mr. Paxton, of Washington, 
■who has just accepted a cull to the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church, of New 
York, at a saiary of J13.000, is a young 
mnu with a record. lie is the son of 
poor and humble parents, and secured 
his education by his own exertions. In 
the winter of 1860-1 ho was a student lit 
Washington and Jefferson College, 
Pennsylvania, and his room-mate was a 
young mau named Cooper, from Ten- 
nessee. They were brothers in affection 
had - worn eternal friendship, and the 
only differenco that ever roso lietweon 
them was tho question involving the 
future of the nation. Cooper was the 
son of a slaveholder, and defended the 
right of his native State to secede. 
Paxton was an impctaous abolitionist, 
and protested against disunion. Both 
were earnest, Christinn men. Upon 
their return from jiraycr-mecting one 
night in April, 1861, they heard the 
news that sent a thrill of excitement 
through every pulse in the land. Fort 
Sumter hud been fired upon. They 
went to their room and discussed thu 
event Both were too earnest to talk 
calmly; and hard words led to blows. 
For two hours those two joung men 
fought in their room, until tho furniture 
was broken into splinters, and both wero 
covered with wounds and biuiscs. They 
separated only when they were ex- 
hausted. Cooper packed his trunk and 
left for Tennessee in tho morning, joined 
the Confederate army, ro.-e to tho com- 
mand of a regiment which was ono of 
tho last to surrender, and is now tho 
leader of tho "Debt-paying Democrats" 
in tho Tennessee Legislature. I'uxton 
went to Philadelphia, enlisted us a pri- 
vate, and fought through the war in the 
ranks. Tho two men met several time* 
in battle, unknown to each othor. After 
the war Paxton returned to college, 
studied theology, and was called to 
preach at Harrisburg. Soon after he 
went to Washington he was announced 
to deliver a lecture on "Tho Private 
Soldier in the War." Col. Cooper hap- 
pened to bo in Washington, saw tho 
announcement and attended tho lecture, 
He heard the story of the fight between 
the two college students told to the 
public, and when tho address was ended 
went to tho platform and extended his 
hand. Mr. Paxtou recognized him at 
once, their old brotherly relations were 
renewed after an interval of twenty 
years, and Mr. Paxton, who is fond of 
telling this story, always remarks as he 
concludes it, " tho war is over now." 

A modest headstone, with the words 
" Mrs. Surratt," has been placed over 
the grave of Mrs. Surratt in Mount Oli- 
vet Cemetery, Washington. Tho grave 
tvas formerly unmarked save by the cor- 
ker stones of tho lot.
